This destroys the 
last chance for judicial interference with 
the execution of the sentence, and their 
only hope now seems to be in the execu- 
tive clemency of tho governor of Illinois. 
The coiirt-room was crowded when tlie 
justices took their seats at a few moments 
jiasl 12 o'clock. They apjieared unusual- 
ly solemn and serious. Chief .lustice 
W.iile, who it is understood jirepared the 
decision, |n-oceeded slowly and calmly 
to read the decision, while the audience 
p.-iid close attention to each sentence. In 
the decision the court takes up separately 
eaoh of the propositions advanced by 
counsel for the prisonoi-s and pronounces 
upon the law and i|iiestion8 of fact gov - 
eiiiiiiL; the iccord upon which it is sought 
to establish these [iroposit ions, and in 
racli .-uid every ease rules distinctly 
a^^-llllst all these propositions. They lay 
particular stress upon tho fact that in
